The VEs don't have the magic box, but the Educational Testing Service does and 
reviews the exams after they are shipped to the FCC. The FCC can only afford 
USPS parcel shipping - so that's 2 weeks lost right there - and they have to 
review the computer printouts when they come back from ETS. That's why it's 
6-8 weeks for the license turnaround. ETS does this under contract for other 
countries as well. Their handwriting analyzer can work on samples as small as 
a bank check so a 5 minute code test is more than enough samples of good copy 
to do the evaluation. 


And you thought your SAT scores were actually based on the answers you put on 
the form when they only really needed the handwriting on the cover sheets.

I generally agree with the concept of expanding the question pool and having 
answer order randomly generated. However, rote memorization has been (even 
when FCC gave) and will be part of the test. I think most of it is pretty 
stupid but it will go on. Some of course will be necessary. Just some 
examples of having to memorize: 


1) in what ITU region does Guam reside, Mariannas, Russia, etc. 


2) the color band and order for resistor identification (on the old 
Novice test) 


3) On what portion of the 10m band is RTTY allowed, Novice voice, etc. 


4) What are the formulas for power, resistance, reactance, etc. Even 
being able to apply the formula you first have to memorize it. 


5) What is the proper way to call CQ in CW, RTTY, etc. This is pure 
memorization of a procedure. 


6) What does QSL, RST, etc mean. Again pure memorization 


A lot of the test has always been rote memory. Memorization will always be 
part of the learning process. What we need to do is come up with an 
effective way to determine what absolutely needs memorization and what we 
can drop. I think the questions on ITU regions are inordinately stupid. I 
also would like to see less concern about memorizing formulas and more on 
the actual application of those formulas to circuits. It doesn't bother me 
an iota that the test would provide the formula. The key is that the test 
deal with the circuits. People who memorize formulas often don't know the 
simple algebra to transform them to solve for the different variables; they 
just memorize different versions of the formula. Also memorizing formulas 
doesn't mean that one knows how to use them properly. 


Lastly, the greatest memorization test is the CW test. Because once you 
MEMORIZE the letters the speed of recall is the only test. Just ROTE 
memorization. (sorry I added this to a comment on yours Gary given your 
stated view on the subject - however, it did need saying).

If I had studied for the questions, I could have done 
it earlier. Now, I'm studying for the extra theory exam. Some of the 
material on the advanced test looks a little interesting, but not too tough. 
I'd be all for making the theory more difficult. The way it is now, I'll 
be an Extra within 6 months of the date I tested for my no-code. (That's 
if the code doesn't get me. ;) 


>Please don't construe this as an argument to continue CW testing on HF or 
>eliminate the no-code license; the proper "fix" is to beef up the theory 
>tests. With the theory tests as easy as they are however, the CW test is 
>the only means we have to filter out the chuff. Once the theory tests have 
>been beefed up, I would be behind removal of all CW requirements. But not 
>before. 


I would agree that the CW requirement be removed, but I'm going to learn it 
anyway. After all, if I want to talk to the people on HF, I'll have to 
learn to speak their language. If I want to talk on phone, I'll use (VU)HF.
